An  Act  relating  to  Placer  Mines  (as  amended  in  1894,  1899, 

1896  and  1897). 


Interpretation. 

(1896,  c.  35,  s.  2).     In  the  construction  of  this  Act  the  following  expressions  shall 
have  the  following  meanings  respectively,  unless  inconsistent  with  the  context : 

"Mine"  "placer  mine,"  and  "diggings"  shall  be  synonymous  terms,  and  shall 
mean  any  natural  stratum  or  bed  of  earth,  gravel  or  cement  mined  fo-  gold  or 
other  precious  minerals  or  stones  : 

"  Placer  claim  "  shall  tiean  the  personal  right  of  property  or  interest  in  any  placer 
mine  ;  and  in  the  term  "  mining  property  "  shall  be  included  every  placer  claim, 
ditch  or  water  right  used  for  placer  mining  purposes,  and  all  other  things  belong- 
ing thereto  or  used  in  the  working  thereof.  Placer  claims  shall  be  divided  into 
creek  diggings,  bar  diggings,  dry  diggings,  bench  diggings  and  hill  diggings  : 

"  Creek  diggings  *'  shall  mean  any  mine  id  the  bed  of  any  river,  stream  or  ravine, 
exceptmg  bar  diggings : 

'**  Bar  diggings  "  shall  mean  any  mine  over  which  a  river  extends  when  in  its  flooded 
state : 

"  Dry  dig^n^s"  shall  mean  any  mine  over  which  a  vver  never  extends  : 

^'  Bench  diggmgs  "  shall  mean  any  mine  on  a  bench,  and  shall,  for  the  purpose  of 
defining  the  siee  of  a  claim  in  bench  diggings,  be  excepted  from  "dry  diggings:" 

*'  Hill  diggings  "  shall  mean  any  mine  on  the  surface  pf  a  hill,  and  fronting  on  any 
natural  stream  or  ravine  : 

'**  Precious  stone  diggings  "  shall  mean  deposit  of  precious  stones,  whether  in  veins, 
beds  or  gravel  deposits : 

'"  Streams  and  ravines  "  shall  include  all  natural  water-courses  whether  usually  con- 
taining water  or  not,  and  all  rivers,  creeks  and  gulches : 

^'  Ditch  "  shall  include'  a  flume,  pipe,  race,  or  other  artificial  means  for  conducting 
water  by  its  own  weight,  to  be  used  for  mining  purposes : 

"  Ditch  head  "  shall  mean  the  point  in  a  natural  water-course  or  lake  where  water  is 
first  ti'ken  into  a  ditch. 

**'  Free  Miner  "  shall  mean  a  person  or  joint  stock  companv,  or  foreign  company 
named  in,  and  lawfully  possessed  of,  a  valid  existing  fre^miner's  certificate,  and 
no  other : 

'"  Legal  post  "  shall  mean  a  stake  standing  not  less  than  four  feet  above  the  ground, 
and  squared  or  faced  on  four  sides  for  at  least  one  foot  from  the  top,  and  each 
side  so  squared  or  faced  shall  measure  at  least  four  inches  on  its  face  so  far  as 
squared  or  faced,  or  any  stump  or  tree  cut  off  and  squared  or  faced  to  the  above 
height  and  size : 

"  Record,"  "  register "  and  "  registration,"  shall  have  the  same  meaning,  and 
shall  mean  an  entry  kept  in  some  oflicial  book  kept  for  that  purpose  : 

**  Record,"  when  used  without  qualifying  words  showing  that  a  different  matter  is 
referred  to,  shall  be  taken  to  refer  to  the  record  of  the  location  of  a  placer  claim : 

**  Full  interest "  shall  mean  any  placer  claim  of  the  full  size,  or  one  of  several  shares 
into  which  a  mine  may  be  equally  divided  : 

"  Close  season  "  shall  mean  the  period  of  the  year  during  which  placer  claims  ia  any 

district  are  laid  over  by  the  Oold  Commissioner  of  that  district : 
*'  Cause  "  shall  include  any  suit  or  action  : 
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"Judgment"  shall  include  "  order  or  decree  ;" 

"Real  Estate  "  shall  nr'an  any  placer  mineral  claim  held  in  fee  simple  ! 


"Joint  Stock  Company  "  shall  mean  any  company  for  mining  purposes 

"        "        he  "Companies  Act,    1897,     or  any  Act  repealct! 
thereby ;  or

PART  I. 

Free  Miners,  and  their  Privileges. 

Every  person  over,  but  not  under,  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  every  joint  stock  com- 
pany shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  free  miner,  and  shall  be  consid- 
ered a  free  miner,  upon  taking  out  a  free  miner's  certificale.  A  minor  who  shall  becfinc 
a  free  miner,  shall,  as  regards  his  mining  property  and  liabilities  contracted  in  connection 
therewith,  be  treated  as  of  full  age.  A  free  miner's  certificate  issued  to  a  joint  stock 
company  shall  be  issued  in  its  corporate  name.  A  free  miner's  certificate  shall  not  be 
transferable. 

A  free  miner's  certificate  may  be  granted  for  one  or  more  years  to  run  from  the  d.nte 
thereof,  or  from  the  expiration  of  the  applicant's  then  existing  certificate  upon  the  pay- 
ment thereof  of  the  fees  set  out  in  the  Schedule  of  Fees  to  this  Act.  Only  one  person  or 
one  joint  stock  company  shall  be  named  therein.

If  any  person  or  joint  slock  company  shall  apply  for  a  frcj  miner's  certificate  at  the 
Mining  Recovder's  office  during  his  absence  and  shall  leave  the  fee  required  by  this  Ant 
with  the  officer  or  ollio  person  in  charge  of  the  said  office,  he  or  it  shall  be  entitled  to 
have  such  certificale  from  the  date  of  such  application  ;  and  any  free  miner  shall  al  any 
time  be  entitled  to  obtain  a  free  miner's  certificate  commencing  to  run  from  the  expiration 
of  his  then  existing  free  miner's  certificate,  provided  that  when  he  applies  for  sucli  certi- 
ficate he  shall  ps-oduc;  to  the  Mining  Recorder,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  shall  leave  with 
the  officer  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  Mining  Recorder's  office,  such  existing 
certificate. 

If  any  free  miner's  certificate  be  accidentrdly  destroyed  or  lost  the  owner  thereof  may, 
on  p.iyr.ient  of  the  fees  set  out  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act,  have  a  true  copy  of  it,  signed 
by  the  Minin^j  Recorder,  or  other  person  by  whom  or  out  of  whose  office  the  original  was 
issued.  Every  such  copy  shall  be  marked  "substituted  certificate;"  and  unless  some 
maic.ia..  irregularity  be  shown  in  respect  thereof,  every  original  or  substituted  free  miner's 
ce;'..!ic;:t'.  ihall  be  evidence  of  ail  matters  therein  contained. 

FA\My  jierson  and  joint  stock  company  engaged  in  placer  mining  shall  take  out  a  free 
mirci  '■  certificate,  and  any  j^erson  or  joint  stock  company  who  mines  or  works  as  a  miner 
in  2!!*/  placer  claim,  or  on  any  bed-rock  flume,  drain,  or  ditch,  without  having  taken  out 
and  obtained  such  certificate,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  in  a  summary  way,  forfeit  and 
pay  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  besides  costs:  Provided,  always,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prejudice  the  right  to  collect  wages  or  payment  for  work 
done  by  any  person  or  company,  who,  through  not  being  a  free  miner,  has  rendered  him- 
self or  itself  liable  to  the  above  p^'nalty. 

(1895,  c.  4,  s.  2).  No  person  or  joint  stock  company  shall  be  recognized  as  having 
any  right  or  interest  in  or  to  any  placer  claim,  mining  lease,  bed-rock  flume  grant,  or 
any  minerals  in  any  ground  comprised  therein,  or  in  or  to  any  water  right,  mining  ditAb.

This  is  to  certify  that 
this  day  the  sum  of

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drain,  tunnel  or  flume,  unless  he  or  it  shall  have  a  free  miner's  certificate  unexpired.  And 
on  the  expiration  of  a  free  miner's  certificate  the  owner  thereof  shall  absolutely  forfeit  all 
his  right  and  interest  in  or  to  any  placer  claim,  mining  lease,  bed-rock  flume  grant,  and 
any  minerals  in  any  ^ound  comprised  therein,  and  in  or  to  any  and  every  water  right, 
mining  ditch,  drain,  tunnel  or  flume,  which  may  be  held  or  claimed  by  such  owner  of  such 
expired  free  miner's  certificate,  unless  such  owner  shall,  on  or  before  the  day  following 
the  expiration  of  such  certificate,  obtain  a  new  free  miner's  certificate  :  Provided,  never- 
theless, should  any  co-worker  fail  to  keep  up  his  free  miner's  certificate,  such  failure 
shall  not  cause  a  forfeiture  or  act  as  an  abandonment  of  the  claim ;  but  the  interest  of  the 
co-worker  who  shall  fail  to  keep  up  his  free  miner's  certificate  shall,  ipso  facto,  be  and 
become  vested  in  his  co-workers,  pro  rata,  according  to  their  former  interests:  Provided, 
nevertheless  that  a  shareholder  in  a  joint  stock  company  need  not  be  a  free  miner,  and 
though  not  a  free  miner,  shall  be  entitled  to  buy,  sell,  hold,  or  dispose  of  any  shares 
therein:  And  provided,  also,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  placer  mines  for  which 
a  Crown  grant  has  been  issued. 

(1895,  c.  49,  s.  10).  Every  owner  of  a  mine  or  placer  claim  and  every  contractor  for 
the  performance  of  any  work  upon  a  mine  or  placer  claim,  shall  pay  the  anniial  fee  for  a 
free  miner's  Kcense  for  any  person  in  their  employmtfit  and  liable  for  the  fee,  and  may 
deduct  the  amount  so  paid  on  account  of  such  person  from  the  amount  of  salary  pr  wages 
due  or  to  become  due  to  him  from  such  employer  upon  production  and  delivery  of  the 
receipt  for  such  tax  to  such  person.  Every  such  owner  or  contractor  shall  furnish  to  the 
Mining  Recorder  or  Collector  when  requested  by  him  so  to  do,  from  time  to  time  a  list 
of  all  persons  in  his  employ,  or  indirectly  employed  by  him  liable  to  pay  the  said  license 
fee ;  but  no  such  statement  shall  bind  the  Recorder  or  Collector,  or  excuse  him  from 
making  due  enquiry  to  ascertain  its  correctness. 

Every  free  miner  shall,  during  the  continuance  of  his  certificate,  but  no  longer,  have 
the  right  to  enter,  locate,  prospect  and  mine  for  gold  and  other  precious  metals  upon  any 
lands  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  whether  vested  in  the  Crown  or  otherwise, 
except  upon  Government  reservations  for  townsites,  land  occupied  by  any  building,  and 
any  land  falling  within  the  curtilage  of  any  dwelling  house  and  any  orchard,  and  any  land 
lawfully  occupied  for  placer  mining  purposes,  and  also  Irdian  reservations. 

Previous  to  any  entry  being  made  upon  the  lands  already  lawfully  occupied,  such  free 
miner  shall  give  adequate  security,  to  the  satisfaotion  of  the  Gold  Commissioner,  for  any 
loss  or  damage  which  may  be  caused  by  such  entry  ;  and  after  such  entry  he  shall  make 
full  compensation  to  the  occupant  or  owner  of  such  lands  for  any  loss  or  damage  which 
may  be  caused  by  reason  of  such  entry;  such  compensation,  in  case  of  dispute,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  a  Court  having  jurisdiction  in  mining  disputes,  with  or  without  a  jury. 

Any  free  miner  shall  be  at  libe;-ty  at  any  period  of  the  year,  while  actually  prospect- 
ing or  engaged  in  mining,  to  kill  game  for  his  own  use. 

A  free  miner  shall  have  all  the  rights  aud  privileges  granted  to  free  miners  by  the 
••Mineral  Act,  1891." 

PART    II. 
Size  and  Nature  of  Placer  Claims. 

Every  free  miner  shall  be  entitled  to  locate  and  record  a  placer  claim  on  each  separ- 
ate creek,  ravine,  or  hill,  but  not  more  than  two  claims  in  the  same  locality,  only  one  of 
which  shall  be  a  creek  claim.  He  shall  be  allowed  to  hold  any  number  of  placer  claims 
by  purchase,  and  every  free  miner  may  sell,  mortgage,  or  dispose  of  his  claims  or  any 
interest  therein. 

The  size  of  placer  claims  shall  be  as  follows  : 

A  "  creek  claim  "  shall  be  100  feet  long,  measured  in  the  direction  of  the  general 
course  of  the  stream,  and  siiall  extend  in  width  from  base  to  base  of  the  hill  or 
bench  on  Mich  side,  but  when  the  hills  or  benches  are  less  than  100  feet  apart 
the  claim  shall  be  100  feet  square  : 
In  "  bar  diggings  "  a  claim  shall  be  a  strip  of  land  100  feet  long  at  high  water  nark, 
and  in  width  extending  from  high  water  mark  into  the  river  to  its  lowest  water 
level : 
In  "  dry  diggings  "  a  claim  shall  be  100  feet  square  : 

In  "  bench  diggings  "  a  claim  shall  be  1 00  feet  square:  Provided,  that  the  Gold 
Commissioner  shall  have  authority,  where  a  bench  is  narrow,  to  extend  the  limits 
•f  the  claim  beyond  the  limits  of  the  bench,  but  not  to  exceed  100  feet  square  ; 
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In  "hill  diggings "  a  claim  shall  have  a  base  line  or  frontage  of  loo  feet,  drawn 
parallel  to  the  main  direction  of  the  stream  or  ravine  on  which  it  fronts.     Par- 
allel lines  drawn  from  each  end  of  the  base  line,  at  right  angles  thereto,   and 
running  to  the  summit  of  the  hill,  shall  constitute  the  side  lines  thereof.     Legal 
posts  shall  be  placed,  too  feet  apart,  on  both  the  base  lines  and  side  lines,  and 
no  claim  shall  extend  beyond  the  posts  so  placed. 
If  any  free  miner,  or  partv  of  f'ee  miners,  discover  a  new  mine,  and  such  discovery 
be  ciiiiblished  to  the  satisfaction  of  ttic  '-"!d  Commissioner,  placer  claims  of  the  follow- 
ing sizes,  in  dry,  bar,  bench,  creek,  or  hill  diggings,  shall  be  allowed,  viz. : — 

To  one  discoverer,  one  claim •^oo  ft.  in  length  ; 

To  a  party  of  two  discoverers,  two  claims,  amounting  together'to..6oo  '• 

To  a  parly  of  three  discoverers,  three  claims,  amounting  together  to .  800  " 

To  a  party  of  four  discoverers,  four  claims,  amounting  together  to..  1,000  " 

And  to  each  member  of  a  party  beyond  four  in  number,  a  claim  of  the  ordinary  size 

only. 
A  creek  discovery  claim  shall  extend  on  each  s'de  of  the  centre  of  the  creek  as  far 

as  the  summit  of  the  hill,  but  not  exceeding  1,000  feet. 
In  defining  the  size  of  placer  claims  they  shall  be  measured  horizontally,  irrespective 
of  inequalities  on  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

Locating,  Recxirding,  Re-Recording,  Working,  and  Lay-Overs, 

Every  placer  claim  shall  be  as  nearly  as  possible  rectangular  in  forui,  and  marked  by 
four  legal  posts  at  the  corners  thereof,  firmly  fixed  to  the  ground.  One  of  such  posts- 
shall  lie  marked  as  the  "initial  f)ost,"  and  on  that  post  shall  be  placed  a  legible  notice  in 
writing,  stating  the  name  of  the  claim,  its  length  in  feet  and  general  direction,  with  the 
date  of  the  notice  and  the  name  of  each  locator.  If  any  side  line  of  any  claim  shall  ex- 
ceed 100  feet  in  length,  legal  posts  shall  be  placed  along  such  side  line,  at  distances  not 
exceeding  loo  feet. 

Any  location  made  upon  .Sunday  or  any  public  holiday,  shall  not  for  that  reason  be 
invalid,  any  law  or  statute  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

In  case  of  any  dispute  as  to  the  title  of  a  placer  claim,  the  title  to  the  claim  shall  be 
recopnized  according  to  the  priority  of  such  location,  subject  to  any  question  as  to  the 
vnliduy  of  the  record  itself,  and  subject  further  to  the  free  miner  having  complied  with 
all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  Act. 

Kvery  free  miner  locating  a  placer  ciaim  shall  record  the  same  with  the  Mining  Re- 
corder of  the  district  or  division  within  which  the  same  is  situate,  within  three  days  after 
the  location  thereof,  if  located  within  ten  miles  of  the  office  of  the  said  Mining  Recorder. 
One  additional  day  shall  be  allowed  for  making  such  record  for  every  additional  ten  miles 
or  fraction  thereof.  .Such  record  shall  be  made  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose  in 
the  office  of  the  said  Mining  Recorder,  to  be  known  as  the  **  Record  Book,"  iti  which 
shall  be  inserted  the  name  of  the  claim,  the  name  of  each  locator,  the  number  of  each 
locators  free  minei's  certilicrite,  the  locality  of  the  claim,  its  length  in  feet,  the  period  for 
which  such  record  is  gi anted,  the  da»e  of  the  location,  and  the  date  of  the  record  :  Pro- 
vided, that  a  free  miner  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  record  of  a  claim  until  he  shall  have 
furnished  the  Mining  Recorder  with  c  written  statement  of  the  above  jjaniculars. 

After  the  recording  of  a  placer  claim  the  removal  of  any  post  by  the  holder  thereof, 
or  by  any  person  acting  in  his  behalf,  made  for  tl»e  purpose  of  changing  the  limits  of  his 
claim  shall  act  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  claim. 

(1896,  c.  35,  s.  4).  If  through  ignorance  any  free  miner  .shall  record  a  placer  claim 
in  a  different  nnning  division  to  that  in  which  such  clafm  is  situate,  such  error  shall  nut 
affect  his  title  to  such  claim,  but  he  shall,  within  fifteen  days  from  the  discovery  of  his 
error,  record  such  claim  in  the  mining  division  in  which  it  is  situate,  and  such  new  record 
shall  bear  the  date  of  the  first  record,  and  a  note  shall  be  made  thereon  of  the  error  and 
of  the  date  of  the  ratification  of  the  same. 

A  free  miner  having  duly  located  a  placer  claim,  shall  be  entitled  to  reconl  the  same 
for  one  or  more  years,  upon  payment  of  the  fees  set  out  in  the  .Schedule  to  this  Act. 

A  free  miner  shall,  at  any  time  during  the  existence  of  his  record  or  re-record,  be 
entitled  to  eraend  the  term  of  his  interest  in  '  "  placer  clain  for  one  or  more  years  upon 
pavment  of  the  fees  set  out  in  the  Schedule  .0  this  Act,  by  le-recordi.ig  such  claim.  Such 
rc-recoril  shall  be  made  in  the  Record  Book,  and  shall  set  out — 
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(l.)  The  name  of  the  clam- : 

(2. )  The  name  of  each  holder  of  an  interest  in  such  claim  i 

(3.)  The  number  of  such  holder's  free  miner's  certificate: 

(4. )  The  locality  of  the  claim  : 

(5.)  The  pe  '.od  for  which  such  re-record  is  granted  : 

(6.)  The  date  of  the  record. 

If  a  free  miner  shall  apply  for  a  record,  and  shall  make  such  application  at  the  Min- 
ing Recorder's  office  during  office  hours,  but  during  his  absence,  and  shall  leave  the  fee 
required  by  this  Act,  and  the  particulars  and  information  required  by  section  23,  with  the 
officer  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  said  office,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  have  a  record 
dated  on  the  date  of  such  application. 

If  a  free  miner  shall  apply  for  a  re-record,  and  shall  make  such  application  at  the 
Mining  Recorder's  office  during  office  hours,  but  during  his  absence,  and  shall  leave  the 
fee  required  by  this  Act,  and  the  particulars  and  information  required  by  Section  28,  with 
the  officer  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  said  office,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  have  a  re- 
record  dated  on  the  date  of  such  application,  but  commencing  to  run  from  the  expiration 
of  his  existing  record  or  re-record. 

•  A  free  miner  having  duly  located  and  recorded  a  placer  claim,  shall  be  entitled  to 
hold  the  same  dutmg  the  existence  of  his  record  or  re-record  of  such  claim  upon  com- 
plying with  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  Act. 

Upon  any  dispute  as  to  the  title  to  a  placer  claim,  no  irregularity  made  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  then  current  record  or  re-record  of  such  claim  shall  affect  the  title  thereto,  and 
it  shall  be  assumed  that  up  to  the  date  of  such  record  or  re-record  the  title  to  such  claim 
was  perfect :  Provided,  always,  that  it  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  prove  that  the 
ground  was  improperly  or  insufficiently  staked,  or  that  the  stakes  'na\-s  been  illegally 
moved. 

Tunnels,  shafts  and  ditches,  shall  be  considered  as  belonging'  t  v"  .  t  °r  claim  for 
the  use  of  which  they  are  constructed,  and  as  abandoned  or  fd.  .ftJ  \,j  ihe  abandon- 
ment or  forfeiture  of  the  claim  itself. 

The  interest  of  the  free  miner  in  his  placer  claim  s.ial!,  save  as  to  placer  mines  held 
as  real  estate,  be  deemed  to  be  a  chattel  interest,  equivalent  to  a  lease,  for  such  period 
as  the  same  may  have  been  recorded,  renewable  at  the  end  thereof  by  re-recording,  and 
subject  to  the  conditions  as  to  forfeiture,  working,  representation,  re-recording  and  other- 
wise, for  the  time  being  in  force  with  respect  to  placer  claims, . 

The  holder  of  any  placer  claim  shal!  have  no  right  to  any  vein  or  lode,  as  defined  by 
the  "  Mineral  Ace,  1 891,"  within  the  limits  of  such  placer  claim,  unless  he  shall  have 
located  and  recorded  tlie  ground  as  s.  mineral  claim  ;  and  I'.ntil  he  shall  so  locate  and  re- 
cord such  ground,  the  same  shall  be  open  to  any  free  miner  to  locate  and  record  as  a 
mineral  claim. 

Every  placer  claim  as  defined  by  this  Act  shall  berepresented  and  bona  fide  worked 
by  the  holder  thereof,  or  by  some  person  on  his  behalf,  continuously  as  nearly  as  practi- 
cable, during  working  hours,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  abandoned  and  absolutely  for- 
feited when  the  same  shall  have  remained  unworked  on  working  days  by  the  Voider 
thereof,  or  some  person  on  his  behalf,  for  the  period  of  seventy-two  hours,  excep!  '.mlag 
the  close  season,  some  lay-over,  or  leave  of  absence,  or  during  sickness,  or  forr.  Ttoftthsr 
reasonable  cause  which  shall  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the. Gold  Comn-"  si  t^,  -. 

Every  free  miner,  or  company  of  free  miners,  shall  be  entitled  to  n  I-c-.  '^<  U'a::.*:^ 
for  one  year  from  his  or  their  placer  claim,  or  set  of  claims, — 

(a.)  Upon  proving  to  the  Gold  Commissioner  that  he  or  they  has  or  have  ex^  .  IVl 
on  such  claim,  or  any  portion  of  the  set  of  claims,  in  cash,  labour,  or  machiu>  -y,  4^ 
amount  equivalent  to  one  thousand  dollars  on  each  full  int  rest,  without  a^,  rt- 
turn  of  gold  or  other  minerals  in  reasonable  quantities  from  such  expenditure  ;'and 

(b.)  Upon  the  applica*^  1  for  such  leave  being  signed  by  all  the  holders  of  claims  or 
set  of  claims. 

Such  lea.e  of  absence  shall  not  he  deemed  to  relieve  the  holders  of  such  claim  or  set 
of  claims  from  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act  respecting  free  miner's  certificates, 
records  and  re-records  of  such  claims  ;  aor  shall  this  st  ction  affect  the  discretionary  power 
oi  the  Gold  Commissioner  with  respect  to  granting  jl  leave  of  absence  ur'.  r  other  con- 
ditions. 

Every  forfeiture  of  a  placer  claim  shall  be  absolute  i.kv  rule  of  law  . '  ,  ,•'■■■>'  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 
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No  placer  claim  located  and  recorded  in  any  district  within  fourteen  days  before,  or 
at  any  time  during  the  close  season,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  laid  over,  unless  so  much  work 
slsall  have  been  bona  fide  done  thereon  by  the  holder  thereof  as  shall,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Gold  Commissioner,  fairly  entitle  him  to  have  such  claim  laid  over. 

Where  the  supply  of  water  is  insufficient  to  work  hydraulic  or  other  placer  claims 
requiring  water  to  enable  them  to  be  worked,  such  claims  shall  be  laid  over  by  virtue  of 
this  section  during  such  insufT-^iency,  but  no  longer,  except  by  leave  of  the  Gold  Com- 
missioner ;  but  a  notice  of  such  insufficiency  of  water  must  be  posted  on  the  office  of  the 
Mining  Recorder  within  three  days  from'  the  cessation  of  wr  rk. 

Every  bill  of  sale,  conveyance,  or  mortgage  of  a  placer  claim,  or  of  any  fraction 
thereof,  shall  be  recorded  within  the  time  prescribed  for  recording  placer  claims. 

PART    III. 

Tunnels  and  Drains. 

Any  free  miner  requiring  to  run  or  construct  a  tunnel  or  drain  in  connection  with  his 
claim  through  any  occupied  or  unoccupied  lands,  whether  mineral  or  not,  shall  obtain  a 
license  from  the  Gold  Commissioner  for  that  purpose,  which  license  shall  be  granted  or 
withheld  in  the  aos^^lute  discretion  of  such  Gold  Commissioner  ;  and  shall  also  give  such 
security  to  the  Gold  Cammissioner  for  any  damage  that  may  be  caused  by  such  tunnel  or 
drain  as  such  Gold  Commissioner  may  require.  Such  license  shall  be  subject  to  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  the  Gold  Commissioner  shall  think  fit,  and  shall  be  recorded  in 
the  Record  Book. 

A  tunnel  or  drain  shall  be  considered  as  part  of  the  placer  claim,  or  mine  held  as 
real  estate,  for  which  the  sarric  was  constructed. 

Any  free  miner  may  apply  to  the  Gold  Commissioner  for  a  grant  of  right  of  way  and 
entry  through  and  upon  any  mining  ground  in  his  district,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
a  drain  for  public  drainage  of  mines. 

The  application  for  every  such  grant  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  set  out  the  name 
of  each  applicant,  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  proposed  drain,  the  amount  of  toll  to  be 
charged,  the  term  of  years  for  which  such  grant  is  to  be  made,  and  all  other  privileges 
sought  to  be  acquired.  The  application  shall  be  left  at  the  Mining  Recorder's  office, 
addressed  to  the  Gold  Commissioner.  A  notice  of  such  application  setting  out  the  above 
particulars,  shall  be  ported  on  the  office  of  the  Mining  Recorder  and  on  the  ground  for 
thirty  clear  days  before  such  grant  shall  be  made. 

The  applicant  for  every  such  grant  shall  deposit  with  the  Mining  Recorder,  at  the 
time  of  the  leaving  of  his  application  as  aforesaid,  twenty-five  dollars,  which  shali  be  re- 
funded in  ca.se  the  applicat' jn  shall  be  refused. 

Such  grants  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  Gold  Commissioner,  and  shall  not 
be  given  for  a  longer  period  than  twenty  years,  and  shall  give  such  rights  of  way  and 
entry  and  such  powers  to  asse.ss,  levy,  and  collect  tolls  from  all  persons  using  such  drain, 
or  benefitted  thereby,  as  the  Gold  Commissioner  shall  think  fit,  but  not  in  any  case  to 
exceed  the  term,  rights  or  powers  set  out  in  the  application. 

,  PART  IV. 

Water  Rights. 

Every  free  miner  shall  be  entitled  to  the  use  of  so  much  of  the  water  naturally  flow- 
ing through  or  past  his  placer  claim,  and  not  already  lawfully  appropriated,  as  shall,  in 
the  opinion  of  the^iold  Commissioner,  be  necessary  for  the  due  working  thereof. 

(1897,  c.  45,  s.  10).  A  free  miner  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Gold  Commissioner, 
obtain  a  grant  ij  a  water  right  in  any  unappropriated  water,  for  any  placer  mining  pur- 
pc^se,  which  wi.l  continue  so  long  as  the  water  is  actually  required  for  such  purpose, 
upcn  such  teri.is  and  conditions  as  such  Gold  Commissioner  shall  think  tit. 

The  fee?  payable  in  respect  of  water  rights  arc  shown  in  the  table  following : 

Thirty  days  previous  to  the  making  of  the  record  the  applicant  shall  post  at  the  fol- 
lowing places  a  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  to  apply  to  the  Gold  Commissioner  for

I.  At  the  point  of  proposed  diversion;  on  the  mine  on  which  such  water  is  intended 
to  be  used;  on  each  mine  or  person's  land  lu  be  crostsed  by  the  water  in  course

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District ;  and  shall  forward   a  copy  of  his  notice  of  application  to  the  Gold 
Commissioner : 
3.  Such  notice  shall  contain  the  following  particulars :

(d.)  The  number  of  the  applicant's  free  miner's  certificate  : 
{c.)  The  name,  or  if  unnamed,  a  suflficienl  description  of  the  stream,   lake,  or 

other  source  from  which  such  water  is  intended  to  be  taken  : 
(</.)  The  point  of  diversion  or  intended  ditch-head  where  water  is  diverted  from 
itny  stream  for  the  purpose  of  developing  power,  the  applicant  shall  also 
state   the  point  at  which  it  is  to  be  returned  and  the  difference  in  altitude 
between  the  point  of  diversion  and  the  point  where  it  is  to  be  reUirned  ; 
where  the  water  is  to  be  used  for  mining  purposes  the  point  where  the 
wpter  is  to  be  returned  to  the  stream  shall  be  given  : 
(e.)  The  means  by  which  it  is  intended  to  store  or  divert  the  same  : 
I/. )  The  number  of  inches  of  water  applied  for : 

(^'. )  The  purpose  for  which  it  is  required,  stated  with  i^asonable  particularity  : 
Oi.)  The  mine  upon  whi-h  the  water  is  to  be  used  : 

(»'.)  The  date  of  the  posuiig  of  the  notice,  and  the  date  ovi  which  application 
will  be  made  to  the  (iold  Commissioner  for  the  granting  of  the  record. 
No  grant  shall  take  effect  until  recorded. 

No  free  miner  shall  be  entitled  to  a  grant  of  the  water  of  any  stream  for  the  purpose 
of  selling  the  water  to  claim-holders  on  any  part  of  such  stream,  the  Gold  Commissioner 
maj  '-"iiw^ver,  grant  such  privileges  as  he  may  deem  just,  when  such  water  is  intended 
to  w;    i  1  or  hill  claims  fronting  on  any  such  strefeni ;  provided  that  the  rights  of  free 

miners  . .  jing  the  water  be  protected. 

Tht  (  er  of  any  water  right  may  distribute  the  water  to  such  free  miners  and  on 
such  terms  as  he  may  deem  advisable,  within  the  limits  mentioned  in  his  grant :  Provided 
always,  that  sucli  owner  shall  be  bound  to  supply  water  to  all  applicants,  being  free 
miners,  in  a  fair  proportion,  and  shall  not  demand  more  from  one  than  another,  except 
where  the  difficulty  of  supply  is  enhanced. 

If,  after  the  grant  has  been  made,  any  free  miner  or  free  miners  locate  and  bona  fide 
work  any  placer  claim  below  the  ditch  head,  on  any  stream  so  diverted,  he  or  they  shall 
collectively  be  entitled  to  forty  inches  of  water  if  two  hundred  inches  be  diverted,  and 
sixty  inches  if  three  hundred  inches  be  diverted,  and  no  more  except  upon  paying  to  the 
grantee  compensation  equal  to  the  amount  of  damage  sustained  by  the  grantee  on  account 
of  the.diversion  of  such  extra  quantity  of  water;  and,  in  computing  such  damage,  the  ex- 
pense of  the  construction  of  the  ditch  shall  be  considered. 

On  any  dispute  between  applicants  for  a  grant  prior  to  such  grant  being  made, 
priority  of  notice  shall  constitute  priority  of  right,  if  any, 

A  grant  duly  recorded  shall  speak  from  the  date  of  the  grant,  and  not  from  the  date 
of  the  record. 

Every  such  grant  shall  be  subject  to  the  rights  of  such  free  miners  as  shall,  af  the  date 
of  such  grant,  be  working  on  the  stream  above  or  below  the  ditch  head,  and  of  any  other 
persons  lawfully  using  such  water  for  any  purpose  whatsoever. 

A  grant  of  a  water  right  made  in  respect  of  any  placer  claim  or  placer  mine  held  as 
real  estate,  shall  be  deemed  appurtenant  to  such  claim  or  mine,  and  whenever  the  claim 
or  mine  shall  have  been  worked  out,  abandoned  or  forfeited,  or  whenever  the  occasion 
for  the  use  of  the  water  upon  the  claim  or  mine  shall  have  permanently  ceased,  the  grant 
shall  be  at  an  end  and  determined . 

Within  thirty  days  after  the  giant  is  made,  the  grantee  shall  commence  the  excava- 
tion or  construction  of  the  works  in  which  he  intends  to  divert  and  convey  the  water, 
an^  shall  prosecute  the  work  diligently  and  uninterruptedly  to  completion,  unless  inier- 
rupiod  by  the  severity  of  the  weather  :  Provided,  always,  that  the  Gold  Commissioner 
may,  in  his  discretion,  allow  such  work  to  cease  for  any  time,  upon  cause  being  shown. 
Upon  the  non-fulfilmentof  any  of  the  conditions  of  this  section,  the  grant  shall  be  forfeited. 
The  grantee  of  any  water  right  may  obtain  permission  from  the  Gold  Commissioner 
to  change  the  place  of  diversion,  on  giving  sych  notices  and  complying  with  such  terms 
as  the  Gold  Commissioner  may  require. 

Every  such  grantee  shall  take  all  reasonable  means  for  utilizing  the  water  granted  to 
him  ;  and  if  he  wilfully  waste  any  water,  or  take  a  quantity  of  water  in  excess  of  his  re- 
quirements, the  Gold  Commissioner  may  declare  his  grant  to  be  forfeited. 
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Any  person  desiring  to  bridge  any  stream,  claim>  or  other  place  for  any  purpose,  or 
to  mine  under  or  through  any  ditch  or  flume,  or  to  carry  water  through  or  over  any  land 
already  occupied,  may  do  so  with  the  written  sanction  of  the  Gold  Commissioner.  In  all 
such  cases  the  right  of  the  party  first  in  possession,  whether  of  tlje  mine  or  of  the  water 
right,  is  to  prevail,  so  as  to  entitle  him  to  compensation  if  the  same  be  just. 

In  measuring  water  in  any  ditch,  or  sluice,  the  following  rules  shall  be  observed  : — 
The  water  taken  into  a  ditch  or  sluice  shall  be  measured  at  the  ditch  or  sluice  head.  No 
water  shall  be  taken  into  a  ditch  or  sluice  except  in  a  trough  placed  horizontally  at  the 
place  at  which  the  water  enters  it.  One  inch  of  water  shall  mean  .the  quantity  that  will 
pass  through  an  o.ifice  two  inches  high  by  half  an  inch  wide,  equal  to  1.68  cubic  feet  per 
minute,  with  a  constant  head  of  seven  inches  above  the  upper  side  of  the  orifice. 

Whenever  it  shall  be  intended,  in  forming  or  upholding  any  ditch  to  enter  upon  and 
occupy  any  part  of  a  placer  claim,  or  placer  mine  held  as  real  estate,  or  other  land  or  to 
dig  or  loosen  any  earth  or  rock  within  twenty  feet  of  any  ditch  thereon,  three  days'  notice 
in  writirg  of  such  intention  shall  be  given  to  the  owner  of  such  ditch,  before  entering  or 
approaching  within  twenty  feet  thereof. 

Any  person  heretofore  or  hereafter  engaged  in  the  construction  of  any  road  or  work 
may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Gold  Commissioner,  cross,  divert,  or  otherwise  interfere 
with  any  ditch,  water  right,  or  other  mining  rights  whatsoever,  for  such  period  as  the 
said  Commissioner  shall  direct. 

The  owner  of  any  ditch,  flume,  or  pipe,  shall,  at  his  own  expense,  construct,  secure 
and  maintain  all  culverts  necessary  for  the  passage  of  waste  and  superfluous  water  flowing 
through  or  over  any  such  ditch,  flume  or  pipe. 

The  owner  of  any  ditch,  flume,  or  pipe,  shall  construct  aud  secure  the  same  in  a 
proper  and  substantial  manner,  and  maintain  the  same  in  qood  repair  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Gold  Commissioner,  and  so  that  no  damage  shali  occur  to  any  road  or  work  in  its 
vicinity,  from  any  part  of  the  works  of  such  ditch,  flume,  or  pipe. 

The  owner  of  any  ditch,  flume,  or  pipe,  shall  be  liable  and  shall  make  good,  in  such 
manner  as  the  Gold  Commissioner  shall  determine,  all  damage  which  may  be  occasioned 
by  or  through  any  parts  of  the  works  of  such  dilch,  flume,  or  pipe,  breaking  or  being 
imperfect. 

If  any  written  notice  to  the  party  intended  to  be  affected  thereby  be  posted  for  ten 
days  on  some  conspicuous  part  of  any  premises  referred  to  in  such  notice  and  also  on  the 
office  of  the  Mining  Recorder,  such  notice  shall  be  deemed  good  and  sufficient. 

When  the  term  for  which  any  water  right  ha=  been  granted  shall  have  expired,  the 
grantee  thereof  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Gold  Commissioner,  obtain  a  renewal  of  the 
same  for  a  reasonable  term  not  to  exceed  ten  years,  provided  the  necessity  for  the  use  of 
said  \yater  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  originally  granted  continues  to  exist. 

PART  V. 

Mining  Partnerships. 

All  mining  partnerships  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  hereof,  unless  they  shall 
have  other  and  written  articles  of  partnership. 

A  mining  partnership  shall,  unless  otherwise  agreed  upon,  be  deemed  to  be  a  yearly 
partnership,  renewable  frcai  year  to  year  by  tacit  consent. 

The  business  of  such  partnership  shall  be  mining,  and  such  other  matters  as  pertain 
solely  thereto. 

Mining  partnerships  can  locate  and  record  in  the  partnership  name  a  placer  claim  for 
each  partner  who  is  a  free  miner,  but  not  more  than  eight  c'aims  for  one  firm.  Such 
partnership  claims  may  be  located  and  recorded  as  a  set  of  claims  and  each  such  claim 
shall  be  staked  as  an  ordinaty  placer  claim.  One  stake  on  each  such  claim  shall  be 
marked  as  an  initial  stake,  by  writing  thereon  the  words  "  initial  post."  It  shall  not  be 
requisite  to  post  more  than  one  location  notice  on  each  set  of  claims,  which  notice  shall 
be  on  the  first  initial  post. 

A  set  of  claims  may  be  recorded  in  one  record.  The  name  of  every  partner,  and  the 
number  of  every  pa.tner's  free  miner's  certificate,  shall  be  on  the  record  of  every  such  set 
of  claims.  The  partnership  name  shall  appear  on  every  such  record,  and  all  claims  so 
taken  up  shall  be  the  property  of  the  partnership. 

A  partner  in  any  mining  partnership,  or  his  agent  authorized  in  writing,  shall,  at  any 
meeting  thereof,  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  any  interest  or  fraction  of  an  interest  which  he 
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may  hold  there'n  ;  but  the  result  of  the  votes  given  shall  be  deleiminad  by  the  number  oj^ 
the  full  interests  voffd  upon,  and  not  by  the  number  of  partners  voting  at  such  meeting. 

A  majority  of  such  votes  may  decide  when,  how  long,  and  in  what  manner  to  work 
the  partnership  claim,  or  set  of  claims,  the  number  of  men  to  be  employed,  which  num- 
ber shall  not  be  less  than  one  man  to  each  claim,  and  the  extent  and  manner  of  levying 
the  assessments  to  defray  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  partnership.  Such  majority  may 
also  choose  a  foreman  or  manager,  who  shall  represent  the  partnership  and  sue  and  be 
sued  in  the  name  of  the  partnership  for  assessments  and  otherwise  ;  and  he  shall  have 
power  totbind  them  by  his  contracts.  Every  partner  or  his  duly  authorized  agent,  shall 
DC  entitled  to  represent  his  interest  in  the  partnership  property  by  work  and  labour,  so  long 
as  such  work  and  labour  be  satisfactory  to  the  foreman  or  manager.  In  the  event  of  such 
partner  or  agent  being  discharged  by  the  foreman  or  manager,  the  Court  having  jurisdic- 
tion in  mining  disputes  may,  if  requested,  summon  the  foreman  or  manager  before  it,  and 
upon  hearing  the  facts  make  such  order  as  it  shall  deem  just. 

All  assessments  shall  be  payable  within  five  days  after  being  made. 

Any  partner  making  default  in  payment,  after  receiving  a  notice,  certifying  the  amount 
due  by  him,  shall,  if  such  amount  be  correct,  be  personally  liable  therefor  to  the  partner- 
ship, and  his  interest  in  the  partnership  property  may  be  sold  by  the  partnership  for  the 
payment  of  the  debt,  and  any  further  assessment  which  may  have  accrued  thereon  up  to> 
the  day  of  sale,  together  with  all  costs  and  charges  occasioned  by  such  default;  and  if  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  be  insufficient  to  pay  off  the  several  sums  mentioned  the  Court  having 
jurisdiction  in  mining  disputes,  upon  being  applied  to,  shall  issue  an  order  directed  to  the 
Sheriff  to  seize  and  sell  any  other  personal  property  of  the  property  of  the  debtor- 
Notices  of  sale  shall,  in  either  of  theT above  cases,  be  conspicuously  posted  ten  days  prior 
to  the  day  of  sale,  in  the  vicinity  of  such  mining  or  other  property,  and  on  the  Court 
House  or  Mining  Recorder's  office  nearest  thereto.  But  if  such  partner  oe  absent  from 
the  district,  such  notice  shall  be  posted  as  aforesaid  thirty  clear  days  before  the  day  of 
sale,  and  a  copy  of  such  notice  shall  be  published  in  some  newspaper  circulating  in  the 
district  wherein  such  mining  or  other  property  is  situate  for  the  same  period.  Such  sale 
shall  be  by  public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder.  The  purchaser  shall  be  entitled  to  jxjs- 
session  of  the  property  sold,  and  to  a  bill  of  sale  therefor  signed  by  the  auctioneer  ;  such 
bill  of  sale  shall  confer  such  title  upon  the  purchaser  as  the  owner  had. 

After  a  notice  of  abandonment,  in  writing,  shall  have  been  served  on  the  foreman  or 
manager  of  a  partnership  by  any  member  thereof,  and  duly  recorded,  such  member  shall 
not  be  liable  lor  any  debts  or  other  liabilities  of  the  partner^ip  incurred  after  service  and 
record  of  such  notice,  and  no  member  shall  be  deemed  to  have  abandoned  an  interest 
until  service  and  record  of  such  notice. 

Any  partner  shall  be  entitled  to  sell,  or  contract  for  the  sale  of,  his  interest  in  the 
partnership  property,  but  such  interest  shall  continue  liable  for  all  the  debts  of  the  part- 
nership. 

No  f-rtner  shall,  after  a  bill  of  sale  conveying  his  inte'.est  has  been  recorded,  be 
liable  for  aay  indebtedness  of  the  partnership  incurred  ther'jafter. 

Limited  Liability. 

Any  mining  partnership,  composed  of  two  or  more  free  miners,  and  being  free  fron> 
all  debts  in  respect  of  the  partnership  property,  may  limit  the  liability  of  its  members, 
upon  complying  with  the  requirements  followmg,  that  is  to  say  : 

Upon  filing  with  the  Mining  Recorder  a  declaratory  statement,  containing  the  name 
of  the  partnership,  the  location  and  size  of  every  partnership  claim,  and  the  par- 
ticular interest  of  each  partner;  and  also  plar'  t  upon  a  conspicuous  part  of 
every  such  claim,  or  set  of  claims,  in  large  letters,  the  name  of  the  partnership, 
followed  by  the  words  "  Limited  Liability." 
The  words  "Limited  Liability''  shall  thereupon  become  part  of  the  partnership 

name. 
After  such  conditions  shall  have  been  complied  with,  no  member  of  such  partnership 
shall  be  liable  for  any  indebtedness  incurred  thereafter  beyond  an  amount  proportioned  to 
his  interest  in  the  partnership. 

Every  such  partnership  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  its  assets  and  liabilities,  to- 
gether with  the  name  of  the  partners,  and  the  interest  held  by  each,  and  shall  make  out  a 
monthly  balance  sheet  showing  the  names  of  the  creditors,  and  the  amounts  due  to  each, 
•nd  file  the  same  among  the  papers  of  the  partnership;  and  such  balance  sheet  and  all  the

books  of  the  partnership  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  creditors  at  all  reasonable  hours. 

Every  partner  in  such  partnership  shall  he  at  liberty  to  sell  or  dispose  of  his  interest 
therein,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  to  any  other  free  miner  ;  but  such  partner  shall  be  liable 
for  the  indebtedness  on  the  said  interest  in  proportion  to  his  interest  in  the  partnership. 

No  member  of  such  partnership,  after  a  bill  of  sale  convi^yin^  his  interest  has  heen 
duly  recorded,  or  after  he  has  served  a  notice  of  abandonment  of  his  interest  on  the  fore- 
man, and  left  a  copy  thereof  with  the  Mining  Recorder,  shall  be  liable  for  any  indebted- 
ness of  the  partnership  incurred  thereafter. 

No  such  partnership  shall  declare  any  dividend  until  all  its  liabilities  have  been  paid. 

Every  such  partnership  shall  appoint  a  foreman  or  manager,  who  shall  represent  the 
partnership,  and  who  shall  sue  and  be  sued  in  the  name  of  the  partnership  ;  and  his  con- 
tnu:ts  in  relation  to  the  business  of  the  partnership  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  contracts  of 
the  partnershi;:,. 

No  such  partnership  shall  be  liable  for  any  other  indebtedness  than  that  contracted 
by  its  foreman  or  manager,  or  by  its  agent  duly  authorized  in  writing.

'A  CIbm  MftUer — Letters  addressed  to  places  in  Canada  md  United  vStates,  3  cents 
per  I  oz.  or  fraction  thereof ;  Great  Britain  and  all  Foreign  Countries,  5  cents  per  ^ 
oz.  or  fraction  thereof ;  City  or  Drop  Letters  for  City  Delivery,  2  cents  per  oz.  or  frac- 
tion thereof.  Letters  iradressed  to  places  in  the  United  States  must  be  prepaid  at  least 
one  full  rate,(3  cents) ;  otherwise  they  will  be  sent  to  the  Dead  Letter  Office.  Partly 
prepaid  letters  addressed  to  places  in  Canada  will  be  forwarded  to  destination,  subject  on 
delivery  to  double  the  amount  of  postage  remaining  unpaid,  and  letters  on  which  no  post- 
age  has  been  prepaid  will  be  sent  to  the  Dead  Letter  Office. 

Re-Directft  Letters. — Letters  re-directed  to  places  in  Canada  and  the  United 
States,  without  being  taken  out  of  the  Post  Office,  are  not  liable  to  any  additional  postage. 

Request  Letters — Letters  for  places  in  Canada,  United  States  and  New- 
foundland sent  i.i  envelopes  having  thereon  the  name  and  address  of  sender  will  be  re- 
turned if  not  delivered. 

Legal  and  Commercial  Documents — The  postage  on  Legal  and  Commercial 
Papers  for  the  United  States,  Great  Britain  and  all  European  countries  is  5  cents  for  the 
first  10  oz.,  and  i  cent  for  every  additional  2  oz.  These  papers,  when  posted  for  delivery 
in  Canada,  must  be  prepaid  at  Letter  or  Parcel  Post  rates — but  Deeds  and  Insurance 
Policies  may  be  sent  if  prepaid  I  cent  per  2  oz. 

Post  Cards. — For  Canada  and  the  United  S»ates,  one  cent  each.  For  Great  Britain 
and  all  Postal  Union  Countries,  two  cents  each.  Reply  cards  for  Canada  and  United 
States,  two  cents  each.  Nothing  must  be  attached  to  a  Post  Card,  nor  must  the  card  be 
cut  or  defaced  in  any  way. 

2nd  Olats  llaUer. — Newspapers  and  Periodicals  published  not  less  frequently  than 
once  a  month  and  posted  from  tke  office  of  publication  for  transmission  to  regular  sub- 
scribers \u  Canada,  the  United  States  and  Newfoundland  are  sent  free  g<  postage.  All 
specimen  copies  and  &11  copies  of  publications  published  less  frequently  than  once  a  month 
must  be  prepaid  i  cent  for  each  pound  or  fraction  of  a  pound. 

3rd  Class  Matter. — Matter  of  this  class  must  be  so  packed  or  put  up  i^s  to  be  easily 
opened  for  examination,  and  there  must  be  no  correspondence  enclosed. 

Newspapers  and  Periodicals. — All  drop  Newspapers  and  Periodicals  (for  delivery 
where  posted)  and  transient  Newspapers  and  Periodicals  posted  for  transiiiission  to  places 
in  Canada  and  the  United  States  mu^t  be  prepaid  i  cent  per  4  oz.  or  fraction  of  4  oz.

Printed  Stationery,  School  or  College  Ex- 
amination Papers,  distinctly  marked  as  such,  Municipal  Assessment  Rolls,  Statute  Labor 
Returns  and  Municipal  Returns  in  general,  may  pass  in' Canada  at  the  rate  of  1  cent  per 
2  ozs.  No  packagf*  must  exceed  3  feet  in  length  by  i  foot  in  width  or  depth.  The 
linnit  of  weight  for  Cvjada  and  the  United  States  is  5  lbs.,  unless  consisting  of  a  single

Patterns  and  SincrLlS.— Bona  fide  Pattcrm  and  Samples  of  Merchandise,  not 
exceeding  24  oz.  in  weight,  may  be  sent  to  any  place  in  Capada  at  i  cent  per  4  ozs. 
Must  be  put  up  so  at  to  admit  of  inspect' la.    Goods  sent  in  execution  of  an  order,  how- 
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ever  small  the  quantity  may  be;  or  articles  settt  by  oAe  private, ifldividdal  by  another^  not 
being  actually  Trade  Patterns,  or  Samples,  are  Aot  admusable  U  sUcta«  A  sample  of  Ten 
is  limited  to  half  a  pound.  The  limit  of  weight  to  the  United  States  »  8  ots.; 
postage,  2  cents  for  the  first  4  ozs.,  and  I  cent  for  every  additional  2  ocs.  Limit 
of  weight  to  the  United  Kingdom  is  5  lbs. ;  dimensions,  2  feet  in  length,  t  foot  in  width 
and  depth. 

4th  ClaM  Matter. — Parcels.— Parcels  should  be  plainly  addressed,  and  there  must 
be  no  correspondence  enclosed. 

Parcels  for  Canada  must  be  prepaid  6  cents  for  4  ozs.,  and  must  not  exceed  5  lbs. 
in  weight  nor  2  feet  in  length  by  i  foot  in  width  or  depth,  and  the  sender's  name  should 
be  w  itten  on  the  lower  left  hand  corner. 

Foreign  Parcels. — Parcels  not  exceeding  11  lbs.  in  weight,  nor  2  feet  in  leneth  by 

I  foot  in  width  or  depth,  mav  be  sent  to  any  place  in  the  United  Kingdom  at  i6c.  for  the 
first  lb.,  and  12c.  for  each  additional  lb.  Closed  parcels  may  also  be  sent  to  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  France,  Germany,  Barbados,  British  Guiena,  Jamaica,  and  all  those  coun- 
tries and  colonies  with  which  the  United  Kingdom  maintains  a  parcel  post.  Rates  of 
postage,  limits  of  weight,  etc.,  can  be  obtained  at  the  Post  Office.  A  customs  declara- 
tion of  the  contents  and  value  of  each  parcel  must  be  filled  up  at  the  Post  Office  by  the 
sender.

5th  Clan  Matttr. — Comprises  such  articles  of  general  merchandise  as  are  not  sntitled 
to  any  lower  rate  of  postage.  Postage  i  cent  per  oz.  or  fraction  of  an  oz.  Limit  of 
weight,  5  lbs. ;  of  size  2  feet  in  length  by  i  foot  m  width.or  depth.  Matter  claiming  to  be 
5th  Class  must  be  open  to  inspection  and  there  must  be  no  correspondence  enclosed. 
Packages  of  5th  Class  Matter  may  be  sent  to  the  United  States  for  the  same  pre-payment 
as  is  required  within  the  Dominion,  but  the  contents  will  be  liable  to  customs  inspection 
and  collection  of  duty  in*  the  United  States.  Sealed  tins  containing  Fish,  Lobsters, 
Vegetables,  Meat,  etc.,  if  put  up  in  a  solid  manner,  and  labelled  in  such  a  way  as  to  fully 
indicate  the  nature  of  their  contents,  may  be  sent  as  5tb  Class  matter  within  the  Domin- 
ion, but  no  sealed  matter  ;  m  be  forwarded  to  the  United  States  under  this  head.  Liquids, 
oils  and  fatty  substances  may  be  sent  to  places  in  Canada  and  United  States  as  5th  Class, 
if  put  up  in  accordance  with  the  ruling  referring  to  such  articles  in  the  Canada  Postal 
Guide  for  1891,  page  xiv. 

{{egiltration. — All  classes  of  matter  addressed^  to  places  in  Canaoh,  the  United  States, 
Newfoundland,  Great  Britain  or  any  Postal  Union  Country  may  be  registered  for  a  fee  of 
5  cents  for  each  article  in  addition  to  the  postage,  and  letters  may  be  registered  to  most 
of  the  countries  not  included  in  the  Union . 

Every  article  intended  for  registration  must  be  handed  in  at  the  wicket,  and  a  receipt 
obtained  therefor.  On  no  account  must  it  be  dropped  into  a  fetter  box.  The  registra- 
tion fee  should  be  paid  by  registration  stamp. 

The  sender  of  a  registered  article  addressed  to  any  Postal  Union  Country  may  entitle 
liimself  to  a  certificate  as  to  the  disposal  of  said  article  by  the  Postmaster  at  the  office 
addressed,  on  prepayment  of  an  additional  fee  of  5  cents. 

Private  Pott  Cards. — Th;:  Postmaster-General  has  decided  to  relax  the  regulations  on 
the  subject  of  the  permissible  writing  on  the  face  or  address  side  of  Private  Post  Cards 
passing  between  one  place  ard  another  in  Canada.  No  objection  will  therefore  in  future 
be  made  to  prhitings,  designs,  etc. ,  provided  ample  space  is  left  for  the  address  and  for 
the  postage  stamp,  and  that  there  be  a  r^terfectly  clear  space,  free  from  border,  left  for  the 
postage  stamp.  It  is  im|x>rtant  that  the  postage  stamp  should  be  as  conspicuous  as  pos- 
sible on  the  card  in  order  to  facilitate  its  rapid  and  accurate  cancellation  in  the  Post 
Office,  and  for  this  reason  the  space  immediately  surrounding  it  should  be  quite  clear. 

Under  arrangements  agreed  to  by  the  United  States  Pt»t  Office  such  Private  Post 
Cards  will  be  allowed  transmission  through  the  United  States  mails ;  but  no  other  coun- 
tries having  so  agreed,  cards  bearing  such  designs,  if  forwarded  to  such  other  couotries 
would  be  liable  to  be  returned  to  Canada.
